Judge Grosser.p's opinion as to the 
intellectual capacity of women would 
be important if it were valid, and in­ 
teresting if it were novel. We think 
it is neither one nor th e other; and

claim to 
publicity,

im agine, from 
the 
piquancy 
»with 
which it was stated, 
and 
perhaps 
from the further circumstance that 
it is generally 
supposed 
in 
these 
days, when women are Incoming so 
self-assertive, that it is proof of he­ 
roic courage to intimate to a con­ 
gregation of them that they are men­ 
tally as well as physically tile weak­ 
e r sex. 


That is a traditional idea; hence 
its lack of novelty.
